Greatneſle of a Prince, who, if 
wanting it, might borrow it from 
his ſubje&s, being better ſtor'd;

Yea heallowed 
no other librarie , then a full 
ſtor'd Cellar, reſembling the Buts 
to Folioes, Barrellsto Quartoes, 
ſmaller Runlets, to lefle Vo- 
lumns, & ſtudied away his time, 
with baſe Company, 1n ſuch de- 
bauchedneſle, : 

2. Leave wee Alexins drown- 
ing hisCare, or rather careleſ- 
neſlein wine, tobehold Zene his 
mother the Regent Empreſle, 
Surfeting alſo in pleaſure with 
her husband Proto-Sebaſtus,who 
had married her, fince the de- 
ceaſe of Manuel! her late hus- 
band.

12. Thebeſtthing w* befrein- | 


ded Proto-Sebaſtus ( next to his 
owne Money ) was the obliging 
diſpoſition of Zene. She had as 
many Nets as geſtures to catch af- 
fetions in, and with her Smiles, 
did not onely preſſe, but pay all 


Carpet Knights, and amourous - 


Perſons to be of her partie, The 
City of Conſtantinople was thrice 
walled, with wood, ſtones, and 
bones, plenty of Shipping, artifi- 


call Fortifications, and multi- 


tuges 
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tads of men. The worſt, was their 1179. 
- Arſenall was a goodly Stable of 
gallant wooden Horſes, but they 
wanted Riders to manage them, 
The Grecians(at this time)being 
very ſimple Seamen, though na- 
ture may ſeeme both to woe and 
teach them tobe skilfull Mari- 
ners, by affording them plenty 
of ſafe Harbours. However the 
Grecians conceiving Navigation 
| beneath their honour(which in- 

_ deed was above their Induſtry.) 
ap. ny the benefit of Trading 
in their owne Seas to the 7tal:- 
ans of Piſa, Genoa, Florence, and 
Venice,Proto-Sebaſtus hired Mer- 
cenary Mariners of theſe , and 
with them man'd his Ships;ſtop- 

ing the paſſages of Propontis, 
by which Andronicus coming 
from Paphlagonia, out of thelel- 
ſer 4fia, wasto paſle. 

13. Butnowan Admirall was 
to be providedfor his Navie : 
Conto-Stephanns the great _ 

OI= 
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formerly mentioned, challenged 


the placeas proper to himſelfe, 


ſcorning to bee made a Stale to ' 


wearethe Style in Peace, & not 
to execute the Office in warr, 
when occaſion was offered to 
ſhew his valour , and ſerve 
his Countrie. What ſhould Pro- 
to-Sebaſtus do? it i> equally dan- 
gerous to offend, or imploy him. 
Yet hereſolves on the Jatter, not 
willing to teach him, to bee dis- 
honeſt by ſuſpefting him, and 


conceiving it to bee an engage 


ment, on a Noble Nature to 

truſty, becauſe hee was truſted. 
But hee no ſooner received the 
Charge, but betrayed the Gal- 
leyesto Andronicus, whereby in 
aninſtant hee was made Maſter 
of all thoſe Seas, The newes 
whereof being brought to the 
City, what riding, what run- 
ing, what packing, what poſting]! 
happy hee that could trip up his 
Neighbours heeles, to get firſt 


into 
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Into the favour of Andronicus, 
Many that (tak't their wives and 
children at home in the city, had 
laid grod Betts abroad on the 
oppoltte party. 

— a_ being ealily 
wafted over, comes to the Gates 
of Conſtantinople. Here to op- 

ſe him, there was rather a {kir- 
miſh then a hght, or rather a 
flouriſh then a ſkirmiſh , the 
land forces conſiſting of two 


- Sorts. Firſt old Souldiers, who 


formerly having been notorious 
Plunderers, had their Armes ſo 
prelled downe, with the weight 
of the peoples juſt Curſes , that 
they could not lift up their 
Swords to any purpoſe, but ha- 
ving formerly preyed on their 
Friends , were made a prey to 
their Foes: Secondly, Citizens, 
uſed onely to traverſe their 


- Shops, and unacquainted with 


military performances. The city 
C ONce 
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onceentred , was inſtantly con- 
quered , ( whole ſtrength was 
much overtam'd ) ſuch populous 
places, like unweildy bodies, fink 
with their own weight. 

15. Protoſebaſins was taken 
Priſoner , and was kept ſome 
daycs and qt . , being 
pinch'd, when once oftering to 
ſhut his. eyes. A torment which

ohigh a perſon, though ( the 
lay Yof mein Faſhion X for ra 
diſcovery of Witches. 

But to put him out of his 
paine, Andronicxs is conceived 
by ſome, mercifull unto him, in

friends, it being impoſlible to 
make them fight , who are re 
ſolv'd to flyc. 

16, The Army thus entring 
the City, ſome outrages, - they 
muſt of Courſe commit. but 
thoſe, neither for Number or 
Nature, ſuch as might have been 
expected : For when a place rs 
taken by aflault , the molt 
«| - ftriit Commanacrs are not able 

> to kcepe the mouthes of thas 
Souldiers Swords faſting, but 
may bee commended formade- 
rate, if they feed not toa Surfer. 
Beſides , ſuch was the mfinite 
wealth of Conſtentizople , har 
treaſures would tempt the fn- 
gers of Saints, much more of 
Souldiers 3; the Paphlagonrans, 
( whereof the Army conliſted, )) 
voived, that ſceing their Swords 
had done ſo good ſervice, they 
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would make hilts of Gold , for 
their Blades of Steele. 

17. There was then inhabi- 
ting in the City of Conſtantino- 
ple , multitudes of Frankes (un- 
deritand French, Germanes, and 
principally 7tal:ans,)ſo that wel 
might this City bee called new 
Rome , from theaboundance of 
Latins that lived therein, Theſe 
firſt by Manufactures, and then 


| by Merchandize, got preat 


wealth, (their diligence being 
more, and Luxury leſle then the 
Greeks Vinh that theyin- 
offed all Trading to them- 
Lives, This attracted the Envie 

of the Natives, that Stran 
ſhould fuck the Marrow of the 
State, alledging, that in proceſle 
of time, the Ivie would grow to 
bean Oake, & thoſe prove abſo- 
Jute - their _ power, which, 
at firſt, were dependent for their 
Protettion. Andronicus with 
ſome 
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ſomething more then a bare 
Connivance, though lefle then a 
full Command, freely conſigned 
theſe Frankes over tothe Rapine 
of his Army. 

18. Such of them as related, 
by former Friendſhip or Alliance 
tothe Grecians, fled to them for 
ſhelter, who, inſtead of preſer- 
ving, perſecuted them, their 
Company being conceived In- 
teCtious, leaſt it ſhould bring the 
Plague of the Souldiers fury 
along with it. And who findesa 
faithfull friend in Miſery ? All 
their goods were ſpoil'd , and 
molt of their lives ſpill'd , ſave 
ſuch as formerly had eſcaped by 
flight to their thips. Thus 4- 
dronicns found a cheape way, 
both to pay his Souldicrs, and 
pleaſe the people , who counted 
him an excellent Phiſet;an of the 
State, and thisa great curedone 
by him, in purging the ſuper- 


nous, 
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1199- flaous, yea noxious Aliens out of 
rhe City. Indeed carefull he was 
ro preſerve the City it ſelfe from 
ſpoyling, as having then a ſquint 
eye at the Empire; and knowing 
Conſtantinople, to bee the Seate 
thereof , hee would not deface 
that faire Chaire, into which, in 
due time hee hop'd himfelfe to 
fit downe. 
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thus peaceably pol- 
ſes'd of Conſtant i- 
>_> nople , firſt made 
his humble addreſs to the young 
Emperour Alexiws, and ceremo- 
nioully kiſſed his feet. The Spe- 
Ctators variouſly commented on 
his prodigious humility therein, 
HOINne concetving hee meant to 
build high, becauſe hee began ſo 
low; others thinking that their 
Tocs had need bewarethe cramp 
whoſe feet he kiſſed. 

2. ThenextStage, whereon 
his Hypocriſte acted, was the great

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7. Hisdevotions ended , hee 


retired to his owne houſe, and | 


there lived very privately, as 


renouncing all worldly Pompe 


and Pleaſure, whilſt his Engi- 
neeres, under-hand, were very 
ative to procure the Empire 
for him, which was thus con- 
trived : A Petition was drawne, 
in thename of all the pcople, re- 
queſting Ardronicus, that hee 
would bee pleaſed, for the good 
of the State, tobe choſen joynt 
Emperour with Alexivs. This 
was ſubſcribed by the principall 
men in every place ; and then 
Herds of lilly Soules did the 
like, They never conſulted with 
the Contents of the paper, whe- 


therit was Bond, Bill, Libell, or | 


Petition. But thought it a ſinne, 
not to ſcore their marks, where 
they were told, their betters 
hal gone before them. At firſt 
they wanted names for their 

Parch- 
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Parchmet, but afterward, Parch- 
ment for their names. Here it 


' would. bee tedious to recount, 


what {leightsand forgeries were 
uſed herein. If any delayed to 
ſubſcribe, they were preſently 
urged with great mens Preſt- 
dents ; that it was Superſtition, 
to bee more holy then the Bi- 
ſhops : Rigour, tobe more juſt 
then the Judges : Malepartnefle, 
to pretend to more wiſedome 
then ſo many Stateſ-men , who 
had already figned it. And thus, 
many feartull Soules were com- 
pell'd toconſent, by the Tyran- 
ny of others Examples. Indecd 
ſome few there were , which 
durſt be honeſt, whoſe Soules 
did ſtand on a Baſis of their own 
judgements, without leaning, 
with implicite faith , on others. 
Theſe diſavowed this State-Bi- 
- gamie , proteſting againſt the

The primcipall Agent , that 
openly promoted this Pulineſle, 
was Baſilius, a Bilhop, one that

10.Hereat Androricus diſcove- 
red a ſtrangeneſle in his looks, as 
if he hadneeded an Interpreter 
to underſtad the Language 
which was ſpoken unto him;and 
after ſome Pauſe \ mes Let 
me not be cenſured for unmanner- 
ly in not returning my thanks, ha- 
ving my ſoule for the preſent poſ- 
ſeft with an higher employment of 
Admiration, That ſo many Aged 
Stateſ-men , as rich in mw Fx.9q 
a yeares, ſhould bee ſo much mi- 
ſtaken in mine Abilities, as to 
conceive mee in any degree fit for 
the Moity of a Crowne. Goe chuſe 
ſome Gallant , whoſe very fieſh is 
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eele; can march all day, and 
watch all night , whoſe waſt 4t- 
chievements may adde Honour un- 
to your Empire. Alas ! my pale 
face , leane Cheekes, dimme eyes, 
faint heart , weake leggs, ſpeake 
me fit for no Crowne, but a Coffin, 
no Koyall Robes , but awinding- 
ſheet.

People, Andronicus, firlt lool- 
ncd the Vizard of his diflimula- 
tion foratime, letting it fairly 
hang by, atlaſt it fel] off of it's 
owne accord, and thankfully 
accepted their Shouts, and 
Exclamations, with G O D 
SAVE ALEXIUS AND 
ANDRONICUSJOINT 
EMPEROURS OF 
GREECE. 

13. Then mounted on a high 
Tribunall, he made an eloquent 
Oration, as indeed he was not 
onely ſweet, but luſhious in his 
I anguage , and with the 
Circles of fine Paraſes , could 
charme any Stranger, both into 
love, and admiration of his per- 
ſon ; ſmiling, with a pleaſant 
Countenance, he told them, that 
he concerved his owne Condi- 
tion was repreſented in the 
Eagle,diſplayed in the Imperiall 
Standard : For as Nataraliſts re- 

port, 
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port, that —_— of birds, 
renewes his Age; 1o hee ſceme( 
to himſelfe grown young again: 
asif the Heavens had beſtowne 
upon him, new Shoulders for 
*new burdens. And ſeeing it was 
their. pleaſure, to ele&t him to 
the place, he promiſed to reſcue 
Right out of the Paws of Op- 
preſſion, tobe the onely 21:ſtcr 
of requeſts:ſothat all complannts, 
ſhould have free Accclie to 
him, and, if juſt, Redretic from 
him. But eſpecially he would be 
Carefull of his 0wne Converla- 
tion, intending, ( Crace afil- 
ting him )to have a Law in his 
owne example. In a word , his 
ſpeech was all excellent good in 
it ſelfe, ſave for this onely fault, 
that not one ſyllable thereof, 
was either truly intended or 

really performed. 
14. The Solemnitics of his 
Coronation were performed in 
| D 3 grcit 
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great State, with much Pompe 
and Expence ; And we may 
obſerve, that the Coronations of 
uſurpers, are generally more 
gorgious in ther Celebrations, 
than thoſe of lawfull Princes. 
For uſurpers, out of exceſſive 
joy of what they have undeſer- 
vedly gotten care not what 
Coſt they laviſh, Belides, Cere- 
monies are more ſubſtantiall to 
them, to tell the world what 
they are, who otherwiſe would 
takeleſle notice of them, asnot 
intituled by any right to the 
place they poſſeſs. Wheras Kings, 
on whoſe Heads Crownes are 
dropt from Heaven, by lineall 
deſcent, often ſave ſuperfluous 
Charges, at their Coronation, 
as being but a bare Ceremony, 
deriving or adding no right 
unto them, but onely clearing 
and declaring the ſame to others. 

15. Thenoiſe of the peoples 


Shouts. 
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Shouts, did alarm young Alex- 
ius,which hitherto was faſt [lee- 
ping in ſome obſcure Corner, &: 
little dream't,that meane whule, 
an Empire was ſtollen away from 
him, But now coming to 4Andro- 
nicus, he publickly congratula- 
ted his happineſle,& with a {mi- 
ling cou ntenance,embraced him 
as hartily glad,that he had gotten 
{o good a companion in ſo great 
an employment. We read, that 
inthe Country of [ ituania,thtre 
is a peculiar Cultome that mar- 
ried men have Adjutores Tori, 
Helpers of the marriage bel, 
which, by their concent,lye with 
their wives;zand thelc husbands 
are ſo farre from conceiving c1- 
ther Hatred or Jealon(e againl(t 
them, that they eſtceme them 
their principall friends. Surcly 
the Beds in that Country are 
bigger than in other places: 
ſeeing amongſt all other N-tt- 

I 4 01.8, 
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ons, a wife is a Vefſell , where- 
in the Cape-Merchant will 
not admit any Adventurers 
to ſhare with him. It ſeemes, A- 
lexins was one of this I ituanian 
Temper, that could accept a 
Partner in -his Empire, tickled 
with joy atthe ſhewes and So- 
lemnityes of his Coronation, 
(and well might hee laugh till 
his heart did ake, though ſome 
did verily thinke, that amongſt 
al the Pageants there preſented, 
he himſelfe was the ſtrangeſt, & 
moſt ridiculous ſpetacle. As 
for Xene the Empreſle, ſhee ap- 
peared not atall in publique,be- 
ing | qacne rn at home, having al- 
molt wept out her owne Eyes 


becauſe Proto-Sebaſtxs had his 
borcd our. 

16, Next very day in all Pat- 
tentsand publick Receipts, their 
Names were tranſpoſed. Firſt, 
Aadronicus , and then Alexins, 

this 
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this reaſon being rendred, that 1190 
it was unfitting that a youth 
ſhould be preferred before ſo 
grave, and Reverent an old 
Man. Or rather, becauſe, as in 
Numeration, the Figure is to be 
ut before the Cypher. Here 
Rs of the friends of Alexazs 
propounded, to ſtop the ambiti- 
on of Andronicus, before the 
Gangrene thereof {pread fur- 
ther; ſecing what he received, 
did not ſatisfie, but enlarge his 
proud breaſt , prompting new 
thoughts unto him, and wide- 
ning his heart for higher deſires 
The motion found many to 
praiſe, but not to practice it ; 
none would do, what all defired 
were'done. ' T he younger ſort 
conceived, that this office , be- 
cauſe dangerous , was moſt pro- 
per for old men {to undertake, 
who need not to be thrifty of 
their lives, ſeeing it was too late 
ro 
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toſpare at the Bottome. Old 
men were of the opinion, it 
beſt beſcemed the Boldnelle & 
Adivity of youth : and ſuch 
as wereof middle Ape, did par- 
take of the Excuſes of both, 
Thus in a Proje&t that is ap- 
parently deſperate, even thoſe 
who are proudeſt on their 
termes of Honour will bee 
ſo humble, as in modeſty to 
let meaner men goe before 

them 
17. As for the Lords of the 
Combination, ( who firlt procu- 
red Andronicus his comming to 
Conſtantinople, ) they found 
themſelves, that they now had 
farre over-ſhot the Marke they 
aimed at.For they intended one- 
ly to uſe him forthe preſent, to 
humble and abatethe Pride, and 
power of Proto-Sebaſtus, Which 
done, they meant,cither wholly 
toremove, or wartly toconfine 
him. 
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him. Butnow what they choſe 1180. 
for Phyſick muſt be given them 
» fordaily food: and wofull is 
+ thecondition of that man, who, 
incaſe of necefiity, taking hot 
* water to. prevent :Swooning, 
muſt ever her drinke it for Be- 
|  verage, eventothe burning out 
| of his Bowells. For Andronicus 
| though hecameinasa Tenantat 
will, would hold his place in 
Fee to himſelf and his Heires. 
And whereas the aforeſaid 
Lo K Ds promiſed themſelves, 
ifnot Advancement tonew Afſ- 
ſurance to their old Offices; they 
found themſelves preferrd to 
nothing but neglect and con- 
tempt : neither intruſted in the 
Advice, nor imployed in the 
Execution ofany matters of Mo» 

ment. 

18. Indeed Andronicus did 
loath the ſight of thoſe Lords, 
as Debters doe of Bailiffes, —-

L180. , ;ftheir very looks did arreſt him 


to pay for thoſe Grand favours 
which he had formerly received 
from them , brought by their 
help from baniſhment, to pow- 
erand wealth inthe Citty. Nor 
would he make uſe of them, as 
too ſturdy tobee pliable to his 
Projeas; ſtanding on their for- 
mer deſerts and preſent Digni- 
ties; but employed thoſe 0fers 
of, his 'owne planting , which 
might be eaſily wreathed to all 
purpoſes, being baſe »p-ſtarts, 

ding on his abſolute Plea- 
ſare. And as he uſed theſe alone, 
ſotheſe onely in matter of Exe- 
cution:whotaking himſelfe,(and 
therein not miſtaken) tobeſole 
friend to himſelfe, would not 
impart his Counſells to any one, 
being wont to ſay , that Ships 
ſinkeasdeep with one, as with 
one hundred Leakes. 


19, Wee will concluds this 
Pook 
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Booke with an Independent ſto- 
ry, hoping the Reader will take 
itas we finde it. 7 was a 
noted Beggarin Conſtantinople, 
well known to the people i 
abouts, ( as who had almoſt 
wornethe Threſholds of Noble 
mens doores, as bare as his owne 
cloathes ) an exceeding tall, 
raw-bon'd body, with a meagre 
and lanke Belly, ſo that hee 
might have paſſed for Famine it 
ſelfe. This man was found beg- 
ing about the lodgings of Ar- 
dronicus, very late at night.at an 
unſeaſonable houre, except one 
would ſay, that men of his pro- 
feſſion, as they are never out of 
their way, ſo they are never out 
of their time, but may ſeaſon- 
ably beg at any houre, when they 
arehungry.

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Andronicus delivered him over 
to the indiſcreet diſcretion of 
the People, todoe with him as 
they pleaſed. Theſe wilde Ju- 
ſticers, without legall proofe, 


or further proceeding, for Almes, ' 


beſtowed on him a Pile of Wood 
anda great fire, where th 
burnt him to Aſhes, whoſe fa 
might juſtly have intitled him 
toa whipping Poſt, but not toa 
Stake. 

20. Say not that this is be- 
neath our Hiſtory, toinſert the 


Death ofa Beggar in the life of | 


an Emperour. For all Innocents 
are equall in the Court of Hea- 
ven; And this poore man, who 
whilſt alive , was fo loud at 
great Mens doores , for meat 
to preſerve his life, his bloud 
may be preſumed to beeas cry- 
ing and clamorous at the gates 
of Heaven to revenge his death. 
For herein Andronicus taught

aneedletle Leſion to ſuch apt

F©© perour, no ſooner 
dived x at the cares of Maris 
Ceſariſſa, but ſhe was drowned 
in adeluge of griefe : being be- 


holden to nature that ſhe could - 


vent her ſelfe in teares; ſeein 
that ſorrow, which cannot bleed 
in the eyes, "doth commonly te- 
{ter in the heart. And when her 
Nurſe lovingly chid her, for ex- 
ceſiive Cant ſhe pleaded her 


ſex, which can ſcarce do any 
thing without over-doing; ſo

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thernot befull, or overflow. 

2. But anger, ſoon after having 
got the conqueſt of her owne

2 a- 
malus therefore in the behalfe of

What your paſſion 
now condemnes in us for baſe 
your judgement will not onely 
acqnit, = right, and approve, for 
ſafe : but even commend for ho- 
nourable , and advantageous for 
our Maſter Alexius. Our Lives 
and Lands, are at the ſole diſ- 
poſe , and the cruell mercy of onr 
en:mies. We are inſtantly undone, 
if wee whiſper the leaſt and low- 
ef ſyllable - Loyalty , andutter- 
[y diſabled from any futnre ſer- 
vice to Alextus. Wee conceive it 
there fare better for a time, to bow 
to onr Foes , rather then to be bro- 
ken by them + To ſpare in words, 
amd ſpend what wee pleaſe , in 
thowghts. We want not amwill, but 
wit a time, to expreſſe our reall;- 
ty to the Emperont , with wm 
afety to our ſelves , antl fit for 
joſe in 4 FH , leaſt pe to 
ſwſpition. F 2 Pa- 
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5. Pacified with theſc words, 
ſhee was contented toattend the 
performance of the Promiſe , in 
time convenient ; though never 
living ſo long,asto behold it, be- 
ing prevented by violent Death. 
For now Andronicus began free. 
ly to rage in Innocent blood, 
cutting off ſuch Nobles as hee 
thought would oppoſe him. 
Something like truth was al- 
ledged againſtthem, to ſtop the 
Clamours of the multitude. And 

wer never wants Ppretences, 
& thoſelegall, to compaſle what 
doth deſire, They were indiCt- 
ed of Conſpiracy againſt An- 
dronicws; And Knights of the 
Poſt , (of the Devils owne dub- 
bing) did depoſeit againſt them. 
Yea, filence was not enough to 
nome ome 

ing accuſed that their No- 
ſes did wrinkle, or their Eyes 
winke , or their Fore-heads 
frown, 
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frowne, or their Fingers ſnap 
Treaſon againſt Andronicus, 

6. In this his Epidemical cruel- 
ty it was much, thata famous Je- 

er of the Court eſcaped his tu- 
ry.Ofthis fellow, his body down- 
wards was a Foole, his head a 
Knave,who did carefully note, $: 
cn— vent , by the privi- 
ledges of his Coat , many State- 
pallages, uttering them in a wary 
twilight , betwixt ſport and car- 
neſt, But belike , Androniuus 
would not break himlclt by ſtoo- 
ping toſolow Revenge, & made 
conſcience in breaking the anci- 
ent Charter of Jeſters, though 


. wronging the Liberty of others, 


of greater Concernment. 

7. Of ſuch as were brought 
to publique Exccution , it was 
ſtrange to behold, the difference 
of their demeanour. Some, whe 
were ableto bee miſerable, wnh 
an undaunted minde, did bc- 
come their affliction* , and by 
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their Patience made their miſe- 
ries toſmile , not bowing their 
Soules beneath themſelves, only 
appealing for Juſtice'in another 
world.Others did tooltthly rage, 
and ramp, muſtring whole Leg1- 
ons of Curles, as if therewithto 
make the Axe turne Edge. And 
then ſeeing no Remedy but 
Death , their Scules did not 
bow by degrees, bur fell flat in 
an inftant ; of Lyons , turning 
Calves, halte dead with feare, 
received the fatall (troake of 
the Executioner. So many were 
confuledly hudled to death, itis 
hard torank them in order,only 
we will infiſt onſomeprincip all 
perſons. 

8. Firſt, Maria Ceſariſſa, and 
her Husband ( whether it was 
Conſcience or Manners. notto 
part man and wite;) and becauſe 
Anaronicus durlt not . for feare 
ot the People , bring them to 


publick 
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| publicke death, their Phyſttiarn 1191. 
| was bribd with Gold, which he 
- conceived cordiall tor himſelte ; 
And thereupon he did quickcly 
purge out both their Soules by 
Poylon, ( an unſuſpetted way, ) 
which robs men of their lives, 
& yet never bids taem toſtand. 
9. Next followed Xenz the 
Mother Empreile being accuſed 
of high Treaſon for attempting 
to betray the City of Belgrade, 
to Bela K. of Hungarie. A packt_ 
$ councell condemn'd her to 
death , which though otherwiſe 
vitious, was generally bemoa- 
ned, as moſt mnocent in this par- 
ticular, But, Andronicus the Em - 
perour , cunningly derived the 
whole hatred hereof on yong 4- 
lexins ( whoſe power hee never 
uſed or owned, but only to make 
him the Cloak- father for 5diouis 
Acts) urging him to ſtgne the 
Warrant for her execution. In 
E 4 tt 
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the ſtoute refuſall whereof , A- 
lexizs ſhewed more Conſtancy 
then was expetted tocome from 
hum, clearely anſwering all Ar- 
guments, herein ſhewing him- 
telfe a childe in AﬀeTion, and 
more then achild in Judgement. 
Whereupon ſomeground their 
preſumptions , that his ſoule 
deſerved better breeding, and 
that hee was not to bee cenſured 
tor weakenelle of Capacity; but 
rathcr his friends to bee con- 
demne(d, for want of care, and 
himſclte to bee bemoancd, for 
lackc o: Education. Hee Hatly 
told -rdronicas, that Nero was 
recorded Monſter to all Ages, 
for killing his Mother : And 
that hee would never conſent 
to her death, that gave him 
lite, 

1c. Put hee proceeded toag- 
gravate the crime of Xene , Bel- 


grate being fuch a piece of 


{trength, 
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ſtrength , that it was a whole 
Provincein effect. And though 
but a Towne in Bulke , was a 
Kingdome in Berefit. All Greece 
awfully attending the fortune 
thereof, Hee minded Alexins 
that Fathers of Conntreys , ſhould 
know no Mothers ; but that So- 
veraignes affettions arc onely of 
kinne to the good and ſafety of 
their SubjeCts. Beſides, ( faith 
hee ) you need not ſcruple ſo 
much at her death , who is dead 
whilſtliving, and hath been ma- 
ny yeares drowned in Luxarie. 
So that what was cruelty in Ne- 
ro, willbe Exemplary Juſtice in 
you. 

11. Alexinsrejoyned , that if 
his Mother Xexe was ſod owned 
10 Luxurie, the morenecd ſhe 
had todrown herfinnes in pent- 
tent Teares, except it were 
conceived charity to kill both 
her ſoule and body, That Prin- 
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ces werenot to own private af- 
fetions, where they were de- 
ſtructive to the Common good, 
but might and mult, where they 
conſiſted with the publike ſafe- 
ty. Or elſe to become a Prince, 
would bee all one, as to leave 
offto be 4 man. Grant Belgrade 
a ſtrong Placezit was (till in their 
owne pollceſſion, and herinten- 
ded Treaſon ſucceeded not, 
And therefore he conceiv'd it a 
middle and indifferent way,that 
ſhe ſhould bee depriv'd of liber- 
ty for plotting of Treaſon, and 

yetbe permitted tolive, becauſe 
the Plot took no effect : A cloi- 
ſter ſhould be provided, where- 
toſhe ſhould bee cloſe confin'd, 


| therein to doe Pennance for her 


former enormities. And an this 
Sentence, he conceived that hee 
impartially divided hunſelfe be- 
twixt the affection of a Childe, 

and 
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12. But Andronicus who was 
reſolved to have no denyall, 
highly commended him for his 
filiall care of his Mothers ſoule : 
Tet, ſaid he, for the benefit there- 
of , fifty Fryers at my owne pro- 
per charges , (ball bee appointed, 
which after her death , Night and 
day , ſhall daily pay their pray- 
ers in her behalfe , whoſe ſuffera- 
ges are as well knowne above, as 
her Prayers are ſtrangers there : 
it being to bee preſumed , that 
whilſt ſhee is living , the Heavens 
will be deafe to her, which ſo long 
have beene dumb to them Speake 
not of her Proje@ that it tooke nv 
effe@ : for had it ſucceeded , none 
would have called it Treaſon , but 
have beheld it under a more fa- 
vourable Notion. Hee minded A- 
lexins , that hee had ſufficient 
power of himſelte, being joynt- 
Emperour to put her to death : 
but 
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but that he would in no caſe de- 
prive him of this peereleſle Op- 
portunity of Eternizing his me- 
mory to poſterity, and ſecuring 
the State by his neceſlary Seve. 
rity. For all hereafter would be 
deterred from attempting of 
Treaſ0n, as deſpairing of par- 
don, when they beheld the Ex- 
emplary juſtice on his own Mo- 

ther. | 
12. Alexins (till perliſting in 
his denyall , Andronicns at laſt 
felltoflat menacing, yet ſo cun- 
ningly carryed it,that his threats 
did not ſceme to proceede from 
any anger, but from loveto the 
perſon , and griefe for the per- 
verſenelle of Alexius. Heepro- 
teſted he would no more breake 
his ſJeepe, he would ſteere the 
Stateno longer ; Let even the 
Windes and the waves hercaf- 
ter bee the Pilots to that crazie 
vellell. He call'd the Heavens to 
wit- 
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witnelle, ( before whom hee 
entred a Caveat to preſerve his 
owne Innocence,) how hee had 
tendered happineſle to Alexivs, 
but could not forceit upon him, 
who wiltully refuſed it. In a 
word, ſo palltionate he was, and 
ſo violent was the ſtreame of his 
nnportunity , that the young, 
Emperour, either out of weak- 
neſle, or wearinelle to ſwimme 
againſt it, was at laſt carryed a- 
way with the Current thereof, 
and ſubſcribed the Warrant. 

14. To divert whoſe minde 
from muſing upon it, a ſolemne 
Hunting in the Countrey was 
contrive®, that there he might 
take his pleaſure. In a Forreſt 
not farre off, a ſtately Stagge was 
lodged, ambitious ( as they told 
him) to fall by the hand ofan 
Emperour, or elſe to bee dubbed 
an Hart Imperiall, if chancing to 
eſcape, All things being ready, 


Alexins 
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Alexins is carried thither ; but 
withall , thoſe are ſent along 
with him , which hunted this 
Hunter, markt all his motions, 
learntthelanguage of his looks, 
and hands , with the different 
Dialetts of his ſeverall fingers, 
ſo that hee could not ſpeake a 
word, or make figne toany of 
his faitbfull ſervants, bat pre. 
ſently it was obſerved , and if 
materiall, reported to Androni- 
cus, None of his friends durſt 
ſhew _ diſcontent. If any was 

y to wag his head , it 
was a certaine figne that that 
head ſtood but looſe on his 
ſhoulders, and by the next re- 
rurne, the newes would bee, 
that 'twas fallen off : ſomiſe- 


rable was the condition of this ' 


Prince , and of all his follow- 
ers 


But Andronicus had a Hinde 
to hunt at home, and muſt pro- 
vide 
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vide for the Execution of Xexe. 
And now to enter the: tender 
yeares of his ſonne 1/anel, for 
great Actions, he thought firſt 
to blood him with an Empreſſe, 
in privare delivering the War- 
rant unto him. Behold here an 
unexpected accident! This good 
Childe of a bad Father, ( Grace 
can cut off the oldeſt, and ſtron. 
eſt Entaile of Wickedneſſe) re. 
uſed the Employment , alledg- 
ing, there was no ſuch dearth of 
Hangmen, that a Prince neede 
take their Office ; and that it 
was againſt his conſcience, her 
Crime being rather pack't then 
nonk- , ſeeing ſhee was never 
rought toanſwer for her ſelfe : 
Hereat his Father mad with 
rage , rated and reviſed him. 
Baſtard , thou wert never true 
Fagles Bird , whoſe eyes are daz- 
led at the Sunne of Womans Beau- 


ty. What ? doth thy Comardize 


take 
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1181. take Sanituary at Conſcience? Hee 


never climbes a Throne , that 
ſtands on ſuch poore pretences. 
What if ſhee never appeared to an - 
{wer ? where the fad it ſelfe doth 
cry, it is needleſſe for the offen- 
der to ſpeake : Narrow-hearted 
foole | ACottage is fitter for thee 
than an Empire. Have T pawned 
mine owne ſoule , to ſound thy 
greatneſſe , and am Ithus requi- 
ted ? and jo abruptly brake off in- 
to w2eping. : 

16, Manuel Modeſtly retur- 
ned : I am ſorry Sir , you ſhould 
pawne your ſoule for my ſake , but 
however I am reſolved not to looſe 
mine owne.

lived ſo long; and the difference 
was not great betwixt him that 
was now but a Ghoſt,& whilſt h- 
ving but a ſhadow.* Baſil;zs went 
too farto fetcha fit Paralell out 
of the Roman Hiſtory, to com- 
pare Andronicus & Alexins with 
old Fabins and ({prightfull AMar- 
cellus ; who might have metin 
the ſame ſtory farre nearee, (be- 
cauſclater by 1co yeares )a more 
lively reſemblance in the Con- 
ſulſhipof Julins Ceſar & Bibulus, 
whereof the one did all, the 0- 
ther dranke all, 

18, The manner of Alexins 
his death was, that hee had his 
neck broken with a Bow-ſ\tring; 
the puniſhment in that place, ( as 
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{till amongſt the Turkes ) much 
uſed:andin this Tyrants Reigne, 
the ſtring did cruelly ſtrangle 
more at home, than the Bow 
did valiantly kill a broad. This 
Bow-ſtring ( to make a thort 
digreſlion \ was an Inſtrument 
whereon Andronicus uſcd to 
play, and ſportingly to make 
much Mirth and mutick there- 
on to himſelfe, calling it his me- 
dicine for all Malladies. For 
whereas ( ſaid he) Purges were 
baſe, Vomits worſe, Cupping 
painfull , Gliſters immodelt, 


| bloud-letting Cruell; this Row-

qualities unto them. And the

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one baſe humour of Audronicy-.

& all his people under his com- 
mand, ſhould bebleſt or blaſted 
by her influence, neither were 
guifts wanting, & thoſe of the 
largcit 1ze,beltowed on her Ser- 
vants,(who promoted his cauſe) 
and the dulleſt bodies worke on 


the moſt fubtill Soules, by the , 


mediation of {uch Spirits. 

21. Now, whether it was out 
of Childiſhneſfle, not being full 
fourteene, or out of feare, being 
farre from her friends, and her 
Perſon 4n his power; orout of 
pride, loath toabate of her for- 
mer State; ſheatlented to his de- 
fre. But to ſpeakeplainely, he 

ſhew 
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ſheweth himſelf to have ſtore of 1191 


leiſure, & want of worke, who 
is imployed to findea Root in 
Reaſon, for all the fruit that 

rowes from Fancie-ſufficetht, 
the loved ;him affirming it, it 
wasno wonder, that he ſhould 
takea poore Ladies AﬀeCtions 
captive, whoſe valour in the 
Field, had ſubdued the moſt 
manly of his Enemies. 

22, To make this\tory paſle 
for probable, we may fellow it, 
with the like in our Engliſh 
Chronicles. RICHARD the 
Third, though not ſo old,more 
ugly,then ANDRONICUS ob- 
tained the love,and was marricd 
tothe Counteſle of Warwicke, 
the Relict of Prince Edward(ſon 
to. King Hemry the lixt ) whom 
the ſame Kichard had ſlaine at 
Tenxbury,(he knowing fo much, 
& henot denying it, They were 
nameſakes, both Ann's, & when 

F 4 they 
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Andromicus. or 
they had caſt up their Audit, 
both, I beleeve, might equally 
boaſt of their Bargaines. 

23. ButAvdronicus who was 
never unſcafonably Amorous 
(bur had his Luſt ſubordinateto 
his Ambition & cruelty , when 
they gave him leave & leaſure to 
to proſecute his pleaſure) was 
not ſoftned by the Dalliance of 
warciage, to remit any thing of 
his former Tyranny. He proteſt- 
cd that he counted the day loſt, 
whcrein he had not kill'd or tor- 
turd ſoirc eminent Perſon :or 
elle, ſo planett-ſtreck him with 
his frownes, that he enjoyed not 
himſeltc attcr. Henever put two 
men together to death a{terthe 
{ame way; as not conliſting with 
his ſtare to weare one torture 
threed-bare, but everappeared 
in exchange, and varicty of new 
manner of puniſhments. Andif 
any wonder, that there was not 
a 
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a generall inſurrection made a- 
gainſt this monſterof mankind, 
to rend him from the Earth; 
know that he had one humour, 
that did much helpe him, in be- 
ing ſterne & cruell to Noblemen 
but affable & courteous to poore 
people, and ſo {hill kept in with 
the vulgar. Beſides, many ſtate- 
ly Etructures he erctted, and 
(weetned his crueltics with ſome 
good acts for the Publique. Now 
that we mightnot ſeemeto have 
weeced the life of Andronicus,or 
to bea kin tothole Hycs, which 
travelling by many fragrant 
Flowers, onely make their rei- 
dence, on ſom® ſore, or Dung- 
hill, we will recount ſome of his 
good deecls,and pitty it was, that 
they had not procceccd troma 
better Author. 

24. Hee ſurveyed the Walls of 
Conſtantinople, & mended them, 


whereſocver the chinke= thereot 
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did cal for reparation.He pluckt 
downeall the buildings without 
(yet ſo,thatthe owners ſuſtained 
noloflethereby) for feare in caſe 
of an enemies invaſion, thoſe 
houſes might ſervethem forlad- 
derstoſcale the City with more 
ea(c. Thus all Conſtantinople was 
brought within the compaſle of 
her Walls, ( as the remaines at 
this day.) notlike many ll pro- 
portioned Citiesin Furope,which 
groane under over-great Sub- 
urbs( ſothat the Children over- 
top the Mother(& branch them- 
{clves forth into out-Streets , to 
the impairing of the roote, both 
weakning and impoverſhing the 
City itſclfe, He beſtowed great 
coſt in adorning the Porphyrie 


'Thronz, which an Uſurper did 


provideand beautifie, fora law- 
full Prince to fit upon it. Hee 


brought freſh w.iter,( a Treaſure 


in that place ) through a Magni- 
ficent 
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ficent Aquedud, into the heart 1181- 
of the City,which after his death 
was ſpoyled out of ſpight(as pri- 
vate revenge ina furious fit, oft 
umpaires the publique good ) 
ople diſclaiming to drinke of 
is- water, who had made the 
ſtreets runne with bloud. His be- 
nefaction to the Church of forty 
Martyrs amounted almoſt toa 
new tounding thereof, intending 
his Tombe in that place, though 
it was arrant preſumption in him 
i Who haddenied the right of Se- 
| pulture to others, to promiſe the 
Solenity thereof unto him elfe. 
25. But that which gained him 
the greateſt Reputation farand 


neare, even among[t thoſethat 
never ſaw his face,was, an Edict 
for the ſaving of Ship-wrackt 
goods. There wasanfong(t the 
Grecks aconſtant practice, foun- 
ded in cruelty,& {trengthned by 


. cuſtome; that if a veſlell was dif- 


covered in danger of drowning, 
thoſe 


Andronicns, or 


thoſe on theſhore like fo many 


ravenous Vultures, flockt about 
that Carkaſle,topick out the eyes 
thereof,the wealth therein. T heſe 
made all their Hay in foule wea- 
ther, which cauſed themnot on- 
ly duely to wait, but heartily to 
wiſh fora Tempeſt: And as the 
wicked Tenants in the Goſpell 
concluded to kill the Heire that ſo 
the Inheritance might bee their 
owne, Theſe remorlelefle men, to 
prevent future Cavills and cla- 
mours about the goods;diſpatcht 
the Mariners, alwayes by wilfull 
neglecting their preſervation, & 
too often by downe-right contri- 
ving their deſtruction. More cru- 
ell then the very ſtocks & ſtumps 
of Trees, which growing by Ri- 
versfides, commonly hang over 
the water, as if our of pity, ten- 
dring their ſerviceto ſuch as are 
in danger of drowning, & ſtoop- 
ing downe to reach their hands 
to 
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to helpe them to the ſhore. 
Now, Amndronicns taking this 
barbarous Cuſtome into Conli- 
deration, forbad rt, for thetime 
to come, on molt terrible penal- 
ties, (and this Lion, if enraged, 
would by his loudneſle, roare 
Hearing into the deate)8& enjoy- 
ned all to improve their utmoſt 
endeavours, tor the preſervation 
of their perſons. Hence followed 
ſuch an alteration , that ſhip- 
wrack't goods,if Hoating toland, 
ſafely kept themſelves withour 
any to guard them. Men would 
rather blow their fingers, than 
heat their hands with a rotten 
Planke ;, rather go naked, than 
cover themſelves witha rag of 
Shipwrackt Canvas : It was omi- 
nous to ſtealethe leaſt inch of a 
Cable, leaſtitlengthen it ſelfe in- 
to an Halter to him that tooke it, 
All things were preſerved equal- 
ly ſafe,of what value ſocver, and 

un- 
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untold Pearle , mightlye on the 
Shore untoucht, hike ſo man 

Oyſter-ſiells. This diſperſed the 
ame of his Juſtice and Mercy in- 
to torraigne parts: And as ſounds 
which are carried along by the 
Rivers fide, having the advan- 
tage of hollow Banks,& the wa- 
ter to convey them, are heard 
ſooner and quicker, then ſounds 
of thelameloudnelic , over thc 
Land; So the Maritim Actions of 
Princes , concerning Trading, 
wherein Strangers,as wel as therr 
owne Native Subjccts are inter- 
elled, report them to the world 
ina higher Tone, and by a quic- 
ker paſlage, than any Land-lockt 
Action of theirs, which hath no 
furtherin flucnce,but only termi- 
nates in their owne Kingdome. 
Ycathis one ingratiatingDecree 
of 4ndronicus, did fethimup 
with ſo full ſtock of Reputation, 
that upoa the bare credit thereof, 
might 
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might now runne on skore, the 
committing of many Murthers, 
and never have his name once 
called to accompt forany injult- 
ice therein. 

26. And as the Sca-men by 
water, ſo the Husband-mcn by 
land(and thoſe wee know have 
ſtrong Lungs, and ſtout ſides ) 
cryed up the fame of Androni- 
cus, becauſe he was a great pre- 
ſerver of Tillage, and Corne 
was never at more reaſonable 
rates thanin his Reigne. Hee 
caſta {trict eye on all Cuſtomers 
and Tax-gatherers, and ( as 
evill Spirits are obſerved to walk 
much about ſilver Mines) fo 4- 
dronicus did inceſlantly haunt 
all publique receivers of money; 
andif finding them faulty; ol 
excellent ſport for the pcopleto 
ſce how thoſe Sponges were 
ſqueezed! Heeallowed large and 
liberalmaintenance to all in pla- 
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ces of Judicature , that want 
might not tempt them to cor- 


ruption T hus, even the worltof | 
;rants light {ome times on *

en them by chance, or out of ' 


love (not of vertue,but) of their 
owne fſccuritv. They are wic- 
ked by the general| Kule of therr 
lives, and pious by ſome Ex- 
ception®, juſt, by fits, that they 
may be more ſately juſt when 
the y pleaſe. Ang hereby Andro- 
nicur advanced himſelfe to bee 
tollcrable among(t Man-kinde, 
27. Wee could willingly af- 
ford to dwcll longer, under the 
Temperate ClimardBf his Ver- 
tues; but Travellers muſt oz 
their journy. Commmng now to 
the Third Zone of his Fury, 
which indeed was not habitable : 
His Focs hee executed, becauſe 
they were his foes ; "and his 
fricnds , becauſe they were his 
friend 
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friends. For they that let out 
a Courtelie at Intereſt toa Ty- 
rant, commonly looſe the Prin- 
cipall : Witnelle Conto-Stepha- 
xx, the great Duke, Admirall 
ofthe G eyes who bytbetray- 
ing his truſt , brought Androni- 
cus tO Conſtantinople , and now 
faircly had his eyes put out. As 
for Georgins-Diſſapatus, Andro- 
ics intended toroaſt him, be. 
ing a Corpulent man, upon a 
Spit, afhrming that ſuch fat Ve- 
nison wanted no Larding, but 
wouldebaſte it ſelfe, andmeant 
to ſerve him up as a dainty 
diſh in a Charger or Tray, to his 


[ Widdow, had not ſome interve- 


ning accident diverted it. He 


- made a bloudy Decree, which 


had a traine of indefinite, and 
unlimited extent, and would 
reachas farreas thedeſire of the 
mealurer : namely, that all ſuch 


{ ofthenobility which were,now, 


Or 
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1181. gr ſhould, hereafter, becaſtinto | 
Priſon; ſhould bee executed | 


without any legall Triall, with 
their Children and Kindred. | 
Prince Manuel, ( whoſe worſt 
fault was, that Andronicas wr, 9 
him )in vaine oppoſed this 

cree, alleaging this to be the 
ready way for his Father to 
un-Emperour himſelfe , by de- 
ſftroying that Relative Title, 
and leaving himſelfe no Sub- 
jets. 
18. But Androxicus had found 
Scripture, whereby to Juſtifie his 
A&, and brough St. * Pavle for 
bis Patron, whoſe praftice and 
confeſſion he cited. For the 
Good that Twonld, I doe not: But 
the evill which Iwould not , that 
I doe. Now if Idoe that I would 
not, it is no moreTthat doe it, 
but ſinne that dwelleth in me. God 
keepus from Apocrypha-Com- 
ments on Canonical! I 

end 
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the gloſle of Audronicus,who,be- 
like,conceiv'd hee could not bea 


perfect Tyrant,by onely tortu- 
—_——— except alſo he did 
rack Gods Word, rending Text 
trom Con-text, and both, from 
their true intent. 

29. This Decree ſtartles ſuch 
Lords of the Combination as 
were left alive, together with 
Mamalas, priacipall Secretary to 
the late Emperour, and Alexius 
Dwcas the molt Ative, but not 
neareſt, Prince of the bloud. 
Theſe, meeting together, much 
bemoaned themſelves, till 244- 
malus counting ſuch puling paſ- 
fion ,beneath Mafculine Spirits, 
thus uttered himſetfe. 

30. Tow late adorers of Andro- 
nicus, who did conceive it would 
poſe the power of heaves to cure 
the State, ſave onelyby bis baud, 


be yonr owne Judges,whether it be 
' G

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1191. "pot juſt that they ſhould dye of the *| 
Phyſicke who" made a God of the | 
Phyſitian. Diſeaſes doe but their ® 
kind, if they kill,and, an evill ex- | 
peFed,zs theleſſe evill: but no ſuch 
Torment as to dye of the remedie : 
Onely one helpe is left us, if ſecret- 
ly and ſpeedily purſued. Wee know, 

| Tfaacius Angelus by birth and 
merit is intitled tothe Crowne. 
True, hee lives privately in a Co- 
vent, but worth cannot bee hid, | 


it ſhines in the darke; and great - 
neſſe doth beſt become them to 
weare it, by whom it is found, be- 
fore it is ſought for, as more deſer- 
ved then deſired by them : ſay not 
that he is of too milde adiſpoſiti= 
on; for, his ſoft temper will make 
the better Pultis for onr ſore necks, 
long gauled with the yoke of Ty- 
ranny. And ſeeing we have thus 
long been unhappy under the ex- 
tremities, the childe-hood of A- * 


lexius, and old yeares of Andro- 
nicus- » , 
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nicus, let us try our fortunes un- 
der the middle age of Tſaacins : 
And no doubt we ſhall light on the 
bleſſed meane and happy temper of 
Moderation, 

31. Themotion found enter- 
tainment beyond beliete. And 
yet Alexizs Ducas offer'd it to 
their conſideration; that ſomeek 
a Dove would never make good 
Fagle : Giving a Character, how 
a Prince ſhould be accompliſhed 
with valour and experience, by 
inſinuation deſigning himſelf. It 
is pleaſant to hearea proud man 
ſpeaking modeſtly in his owne 
praiſe, whilſtthe Auditors affect 
a wilfull deafneſle, and will not 
heare his whiſpering, and ſlen- 
ting expreſſions, til at Jaſthe is 
faine to hollow downe-right 
Selfe. flattery into their Eares. 
Hereit fared thus with Ducas, 
who thereby only,expoſed him- 
ſel fe to contempt - & percerving 
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no ſacceſle, zealouſly concurrd 
withthe reſt for advancing of 


Iſaacs, All neceſſary particu 


lars were polmiquely contrived, 
each one kia appointed 
him-:ſome, to ſeize on the ſhips, 
others , to ſecure the Pallace, 
make good the great Church: 
and the whole modell was exaCt- 
ly methodized, confidering the 
vaſt Volumne thereof, which 
conſiſted of many perſons of 
quality therein engaged. 
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UT, great delignes, 
like wounds,if they 
take Aire, corrupt. 
This projcct,again(t 
Andronicus, could not be covert- 
ly carried, becauſe confilting of | 
a medly of perſons, of different |

having private intents, to them- 
ſelves, not cordiall, uniting their 
affections, but onely Friends, for 
the time being, againſt the com- 
mon Foe : Sothat, through the |

nicns did ſtealea glymps of their 
deſigne, apprehenſive enough 
to light a candell for himſelfe 
from the ſparke of the ſmalleſt 
diſcovery. 

2. And now let him aloneto 
prevent their proceedings, by 
cutting both them and theirs off 
(oat no mindfull heire _

4- Betwixt this Dilemma of 
Deaths, the ſharpe Pikes of the 
Soldiers on the one fide, & furie 
of the fire, onthe others he pre- 
ferred the former, not as moſt 
honourable, and beſt complying 

\witha military Soule;(not being 

atleaſure alaſſe, intimeof tor- 

ment, to ſtand on termes of cre- ®, 
dit, )but as leaſt painfull.But the 
Soldiers denied him this choyce, 
and forc'd him into the fire; and 
then hearing his 'Shreekes, even 
thoſe who refus'd,out of favour, 
to give any pitty to his perſon, 
could not , out of juſtic2, denie 
the payment of ſome compaſl- 
ſion, ( bound there-unto, by the 
Specialtie of Humanity ) unto d 
his miſerable condition, ; 
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5. Meane time, Andronicus, 
was a ſpedatour, tickling him- 
ſelfe wthdelight,onlyoftended 
that the ſport was ſo ſhort, an 
Mamalns dead too ſoone. The 
ſtench of whoſe burning fleſh 
( offenſive toothers) was a per- 
fume to him, who had the Xo- 
#1an-Noſe of Caligula,Nero, Do- 
mitian, & ſuch Monſters of cru- 
elty.And,as he pleaſed his owne 
fmell, with the Odour of Re- 
venge;his ſight, with beholding 
the execution; his Eare with the 
Muſicke of his enemies dying 
Groanes : So, there wanted not 
thoſethat wiſh't, that his other 
ſenſes, werealſoimployed ,ac- 
cording to his deſerts, his Touch 
& Taſt,that they might fteeling- 
ly partake of the torture of the 
fire. Thus dyed Mamalns ſcarce 
twenty four yeares of Age, be- 
fofe the Bud of his youth had © 


pened into a flower; having in 
his 
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his parts,not onely promiſes, but 
ſome allurance,that the hopes of 
his future worth,ſhould be plen- 
tifully performed, had not this 
untimely accident prevented it. 
6. Lapardas acted next on the 
Scaffold,though not condemned 
to death,but to have his eyes bo- 
red out : His Extraction wasno- 
ble, State greate, Pride greater; 
to maintaine which, he contrived 
the Advancing of Andronicus to 
the T hrone: the under ground 
Foundation of whoſe greatneſle, 
was Clofcly laid, by Lapardas 
whil'(t heleft the vilible Struc- 
ture thereon, to others. Likea 
Mole he conveyed his train,clol- 
ly ſpurring on Baſilizs (who po- 
lied of himſelte,)toa&tin odious 
Projects, whil'{thimſelfe ſculk't 
unſeen; hoping, if matters held, 
to be rewarded by Andronicus for 
his ſecret lervice;if they miſcari- 
ed, to provid for his own ſafety; 
ſceing

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ſeeing none could challenge him, *! 02, 


of any appearing open 11 Actis 
wherein he wasengaged. 

7. Put quickly he fell off of 
his ſpeed in ſerving Ardronicus, 
whether, becauſe he conceived 
his deſerts found not a propor- 
tionable Reward : or, becauſe he 
bare a love to the perſon of 
Alexis, : or, becauſe he was not 
prefectly bad, and fainting in 
the way of wickedneſle, cyuld 
not keepe pacethcrein, with the 
faſt and wide ſtrides of -2dro- 
nicus, or which is moſt probable, 
he ſlowly perceived his Errour, 
that Tyrants plucke down thoſe 
ſtaires, whereby they aſcendto 
their greatneſle : and then, too 
late, began to unravel], what he 
weaved before. True 1t was, he 
had affiſted Andronicus, ſo long, 
that he had offended all the f1de 
of Alexius, and had deſerted

8. On the Scaffold he ſpake 
little expeting that the paine 
would kill -htm, confeſfing he 
ow'd a Death, to Nature, and a 
violent Death to Juſtice,and for- 
gave all the world, fave his owne 
elte. Beholding the Sunne, 
Farewell ( ſaid hee ) Life of my 
life , my night nmſt bee at m 
20one; and then laying his hands 
on his eyes: Muſt 7 oof, you thus? 
was it becanſe Tſhot forth wanton 
Glances? Or, beheld Rioalls, with 
envious lookes? Or, adored the 
Shine of Gold: that I nmſt thus 
loſe you? Or, was it, becauſe I aF- 
ed in a darke way, to advance the 
cruelty of a Tyrant ;, that now all 


my endeavours ,are ſeene by the © 


world, and 1 muſt be blinde? 
However, Divine juſtice appeares 
cleereſt to mee, in the loſſe of my 
Eyes. Thus was Lapardas __

9. During this raging cruelty 
of Andronicus ; wee may com- 
mend, in Theodorus the Patriark, 
rather his ſuccefle, than policie, 
(tvs ſimple goodneſſe being in- 
a leof che later)who ſeaſon- 
withdrew himſelfe from 
Conftan tinophe,to a private place 
he had provided in the Ile of Te- 
rebynthus : here hee had built 


him 


Andronicus, or 


1182. him an handſome houſe, equal- 


ly diſtant from Envy and Con- 
tempt, Bravery and bejmeſſe, ſo 
that it Security and ſweetneſle 
had a minde to dwell toge- 
ther, they could not have found 
a fitter place for that purpoſe. 
Severall Reaſons moved himto 
his ſpeedy removall, beſides the 
avoiding the fury of Androni- 
cus. Firlt, Becauſe Baſilins un- 
dermined him at the Comrt in 
his Patriarkſhip,Theodornus being 
abſent thence , when preſent 
there ; bearing only the name 
and blame, when the other 
had the power and profit 
thereof. 

10, Secondly, to favoid the 
ſight of People, conceiving e- 
very Eye which did behold, did 
accuſe him, as a principall cauſe 
of their miſeryes, for helping 
Andronicus to the Empire. In 
whom Theodorus had been 
ſtrangely 
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ſtrangely miſtook, as the beſt 
CT contre wk 
the painted piety, and penſive 
looks of Hypocrites, aaa 
all Gold that ſhines, all ſooth, 
that is ſaid; betraid by their 
owne charitic into a good opini- 
on of other., Laſtly, it grieved 
him to ſee ignorance and impic- 
ty ſo rampant, baſe hands com- 
mitting amy Rapeson the Vir- 
gin Muſes; fo that they might 
now even ring out the Be//, for 
dying learning, and fadlytoll 
the knell for gaſping Religion. 
Wherefore as Divines ſolemnly 
obſerve, ro'goe off of the Bench 
juſt before the ſentence of con- 
demnarion is pronounced upon 
the MalefaCtor; fo this Patriark, 
perceiving the City of Conſtan- 
tinople, Caſt, by her owne guilti- 


neſle, and by the confeſsion of 


her crying finnes againſt her ſelt; 
thought it nox fit tor him to ſtay 
I there, 
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there, till divine Juſtice ſhould 
paſlea finall fatall doome upon 
the place, (which he every mi- 
nute expected ) but embraced 
this privatc opportunity of de- 

parture. 
11. Soon after his retiring, he 
ended his lite: wencede not en- 
uire into his difcaſe, if we con- 
idcr his age, accounting now 
fourecſore & foure winters, And 
well might his yeares berecko- 
ned by Winters,as wanting both 
Springs, and Summers of Pro- 
ſperity, living in conſtant affli- 
fon. And yet the Jaſt foure 
yeares, made more wounds in 
his heart, then all the former 
plow'd wrinkles in his face, He 
dyed not guilty of any wealth, 
who long before, had made the 
poore his Heires, and his owne 
hands, his executors. After hear- 
ty Prayers,that Religion might 
ſhine when he was ſet, falling 
ito 
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into a pious Meditation ; hee 


went out asa Lampe, torlack of 


Oyle:no warning Groane was 
ſighed forth to take his laſt farc- 
well, but even he ſmiled him- 
ſelfe into a Corps; enough to 
confute thoſe, that they bely 
death, who call her grim and 
erizely; which in him ſeemed 
lovely and of a good complex1- 
on. The few ſervants hee left, 
proportioned the Funerall, ra- 
ther totheir Maſters Eſtate,than 
Deſerts, ſupplying in their ſor- 
row, the want of Spices and 
Palme, which ſurely mult bce 
ſo much the more pretious, as 
thc Teares of men arc to bee pre- 
ferr'd before Gums, which are 
but the weepiug of Trees, 

12. The Patriarks place was 
quickly ſupplyed by Baflivs the 
Biſhop,fooften mentiyned, pro- 
terred to the place by the Em- 
perour. A Patrin and Chiplaine- 
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excellently met; for what one 
made Law, by bis Liſt; theother 
endeavoured to make Goſpell, 
by his Learning. In ſtating of 
any Controverlie, Bafil;us firſt 
{ſtudied to find out, what Ardro- 
nicus intended or defired to doe 
therein : and then let him alone 
to draw that Scripture, which 
would not come of it ſelfe, to 
provethe lawfullneſle of what 
the other would praftice. Thus 

in favour of him, he pronounced 
the legality of two moſt ince- 
{tuous matches; and this Greci- 
an Pope, gave him adiſpenſati- 
on to free him from all Oathes 
of Allegiance, which hee had 
formerly ſworn to Manrel or A- 
lexius : for this wasthe Humour 
of Andronicus, to have Religion 
along with him, ſo farreas it lay 
in his way, courting the compa- 


ny of pious petence, (if poſsib- 


ly they 'might be procured ) to 
coun- 
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countenance his defignes : But ? 02, 
in caſe they were ſo foule, that 
no gloſle of Juſtice could be put 
upon them; hee diſdained that 
Pietie which would not befriend 
him, and impudently acted his 
pleaſure in open oppolition of 
all Religion. 

13. But whilſt this Baſlius 
was thus hot about his ſecular 
affaires; there wanted not an a- 
ged Hermite, whotooke him to 
taske, and ſoundly told him his 
owne, though it made but ſmall 
impreſsion in him. Meeting him 
at advantage; Hermites N yol 
know, ſaith he, hate both Luxu- 
ry & complement. In plain truth, 
I muſt chide you, nt h 


Home ;, you miſtake the firſt, for 
the latter. Mans ſoule js {o intent 
on its preſent objef, that it is 
impolſuble” it ſhould attend two 
callings at the ſame tixae, but nw!

needs make default in the purſu- 
ance of one of them. Tour tempo- 
rall intermedling drawes the envy 
of the Laity , for whoſe love you 

Nould rather labour. nor are you 
ſtor d with forraign obſervations, 
really to enable you for ſuch un- 
dertakeings. Say not that you may 
medale with temporall State-af- 
faires, and yet not intangle your 
ſelfe with them, ſeeing the world 
js juch a Witch, it is impoſſible to 
cioe the one without the other. 0b- 
ſerve thoſe Clergy :ſticklers on the 
Civill Stage, anda you ſhall ſeldome 
fwle them Crowned with a quiet 


death. Remember your Predeceſ- 
four Chryſoſtome, who did one- 


ly Pray and preach, and Read, and 
Write thereby made happy in the 
deſpight of his Enemies © For 
though twice expelld his Patri- 
ark(1p, hee was twice «9 
with greater honour; ſo that it 

was 
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was not want of Policy,which loſt, * 192. 
but ſtore of Piety, which cauſed 
him to recover his place againe, 
Speake I not this out of any re- 
pining at the {uſtre of your pre- 
ferment, who envy outward Ho- 
nour no more than the ſhining of a 
Glo-worme, but meerly out of love 
to your perſon, and deſire of your 
happineſſe. 

14. But Baſlins, in ſome pal- 
ſion returned, Iperceive you are 
lately broken looſe out of your 
Cell, which makes you more fierce 
and keen like Hawkes when they 
are firſt unehooded, and newly re- 
ſtored to the light. Know, Sir, 
one may well attend two Callings 
if they be ſubgordinate, as the 
meanes and the end. All my jecu- 
la r Buſineſſe is in order to the 
good of the Church. Tho love of 
the Laity unto us, without ſome 
awe mingled with it, can neither 
be long-laſting, or mitch ſervice- 
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able. My Education hath adwit- 
ted me into generall Learning, and 


wad me capable of any imploy- 
ment. T deny not the World $0 be 


aWitch, but 1 know how to arme. 


ſoule with holy Spells again 
ol ber nai dv & 
you ſay, one cannot meddle with 
worldly matters , but . muſt in- 
tanele himſelfe therewith, it is 
all one, as if you ſhould affirme, 


that a temperate man cannot eate 


meate but he muſt ſurfet. Proofes . 


from the event, argue not the ju- 
ftice or injuſtice of the AF; and 
nothing can be inferred from the 
ill ſucceſſe of owr medling in ſe- 
eular affaires. To your inflance 
of Chryſoftome , 7 oppoſe the 
example a Auguſtine Biſhop of 
Hippo, who fet in fult brightneſſe, 
and. yet kept a Conrt in bis owne 
houſe, where he nmpir'd and de- 
cided all temporall controverſies. 
Ton trampell on that which yore 


call 
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call pride in me, with that which 1182. 
iſo in your ſelfe. And all this 
proceeds out of ſpight, becauſe you 
cannot twrne your Cowle into a 
Mitre. 

15. But Bafilizs was deafe to 
all theſe perſwaſions, and joy- 
ning with Hagio-Chriſtophorites 
Stephanus, ( chiefe Enginier for 
Andronicys)) advanced all cruell 
deſignes. And now M.:malus and 
Lapardas being executed, all o- 
thers were polleſt with a Panick 
feare-and no wonder when the 
ſtring is broken, if the Beads be 
ſcattered. It being feared, that 
the Plot miſcarryed, they {trove 
to make themſelves innocent, by 
firſt making others guilty. And 
yetit was vain2 totake the pains 
who ſhould ſtart quickeſt, when 
they all met even at the Poſt - 
For Andronicus took order that 
they wereall alike executed, 

16, There were two of his 

Crea- 
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Creatures, Trypſycus, and Hagio= 
C briſtophorites Stephanus 2 who 
onely fell out, who ſhould be 
molt officious to him. Each had 
the other in jealoufie, fearing 
his Rivall would engroſle the 
Emperour unto him. Eſpecial- 
ly Stephanus, was fearefull of 
Trypſyens 3 underſtanding that 
Andronicus wrote private Let- 
ters unto him, ſtiling him , his 
Beloved friend, with other ex- 
preflions, which ſpake more 
intimacy than Stephanus was 
willing to heare. This Trypſy- 
cus had beenea dangerous Pro- 
woter 1n all company, Repre- 
ſenting to Andronicus every 
{illable ſpoken againſt him, to 
the diſadvantage of the ſpea- 
ker, and as one faith, ( Icon- 
ceive rather in the Language of 
the times, than his owne ) Fve- 
ry nan then was to give an ac- 
connt of every idle Word. It 


happe-

happened - therefore that one 


was procured , who accuſed 
TkyresYcvs for jecring of 
JoHN the Empcerours eldeſt 
Sonne for Deformed, and that 
he ſcattered ſome looſe expreſ- 
ſions, bewailing the miſery of 
the, Times. Now, though the 
great Service which T & y p- 
$ Y C u $ had done, might de- 
ſerve to over-weigh ſo light an 
Offence; it coſt him his life, 
Confiſcation of his goods, and 
Ruineof hisPoſterity. 

17. Now hath STEPH aA- 
Nus roome to Domineere a- 
lonein the favour of AND Kk 0- 
NI1Cus, ſending him toſcize on 
IsaACrus, who for thepre- 
ſent was got out of his Covent. 
It was paſt the {kill of the Span- 
nel tocatch him, who dived for 
the inſtant, but we ſhall find him 
in due time above water, and 


that to purpoſc. 
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EcvkiITY is the 
Mother of danger, 
and the Grandmo- 
ther of deſtruction. 
Let ANDRONICvs beea proofe 
hereof, who now; neareſt to his 
ruine , grew moſt confident, as 
conceiving he had ſtop't every 
cranny, where danger might 
creep in, and therefore in a bra- 
very, heſenta defiance to For- 
tune her ſelfe, which notwith- 
ſtanding, was returned with 
his owne ſpeedy overthrow. 

2. Yet could he not juſtly 
complaine, that he was ſuddenly 
ſurpriſed, ſeeing Nature might 
ſeeme

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ſeeme to have gone out of her ! 183. 


way, togivehim warning, and 
Nemeſts did not hunt him 1o faſt, 
but that ſhe allow'd : him faire 
Law to provide for himſelfe, by 
ſeverall Prodigies which hapned 
at that time.Burt Ardronicus, not 
onely againſt the full intent, but 
almoſt viſible meaning, of the 
ſame Accidents, did make a je- 
ſting Conſtrution of them, and 
was deafe to the loud language 
of all ominous paſlages, as not 


_ relating unto him. 


3. Beingtold of the apparition 
of a Comet, (no leiger-ſtarre of 
Heaven, but an extraordinary 
Embaſladour ) portending his 
death ,as ſome expounded it; he 
pros replyed, that hee was 
glad toſee th@heavens ſomer- 
ry, tomake Bone-fires, for his 
Triumphs: And what wasa Co- 
met, but the Kitchin-ſtiffe of 
the aire , which blazing for 

awhile 
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a while, would goe out in 


a ſnuffe : Adding , that that 
Starre might preſage the fall of 
ſome Prince, that wore long 
haire, whereas, his was ſhort e- 
nough; when another told him 
of an Earth-quake, which had 
lately happened, 7 azz glad, ſaith 
he, that the Mother-Earth, ſicke of 
the Chollick, had ſo good a vent 
for her winde. Being informed 
that the Statue of Saint Pa/,(his 
Tutelary Saint ) was ſeene to 
weep; he evaded theſad preſage 
thereof, by diſtinguiſhing on 
teares, there being an Homony- 
mie1n their language, as bearing 
not onely different, but contrary 
Senſes, proceeding cither from 
Mirth or Mourning; and there- 
fore, that weeggng might pro- 
bably fore-ſhew good ſucceſle 
In a word, all ſerious and ſo- 
lemne Omens, he tuncd toa je- 
ſting mcaning, keeping him- 
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ſelfe conſtant to his firſt prin- 
ciple; That, Fortune, when fear'd, 
is a Tyrant:when,ſcorn'd,js tCow- 
ard. But though hee unjuſtly 
perverted the ſenſe of theſe Pro- 
digies; 'the event did truely in- 
terpret them in his deſtruction. 

4. For Iſaacius Angelus per- 
ſecuted by the Executioner, fled 
intothe great Church, ( in thoſe 
dayes, the Sandnary at large for 
Innocents) where, making an 


Oration to the people, he ex-- 


cceded Expe@ation, & himſclfe, 
asif hitherto he had thriftily 
reſerved his worth ( a ferious, 
others ſay, ſimple man) to ſpend 
it more freely when occaſion 


. required it. He ſpake not like 


thoſe mercinary people, which 
make their tongue, their ware, 
and Eloquence, their Trade; but 
he uttered himſelfe ſo patheti- 
cally, that he did not court At-

tention, but command it. Hee 
made both his innocence, and 
the cruelty of Andronicns, to ap- 
peare fo plaine, that the people 
not ny afforded him , pro- 


tetion for the preſent ; but al- 
9 on him Soveraign- 
ty for the future , and inſtantly 
elected, and proclaimed him, 
Emperour of Greece. 

5. Stand wee here (till, and 
wonder what ſhould be the Rea- 
ſon, that Andronicrs ſhould ſuf- 
fer this J aacins, next Prince of 
thebloud, ſo long ſafely tofur- 
vive, who had cutt off other Per- 
ſons of leſle danger, & lower de- 
gree. Wee cannot aſcribe itto 
his incogitancy,, as inconſiſtent 
with his vaſt memory,to forget a 
matter ofſuch importance; lefle 
can we impute it to his pi 
as if ſparing him out of ni 
fon:ſecing that a Thred might 

| {oo- 
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ſooner hope to be prolonged un- 
der the knife of Atropos, than 
any to finde favour under his 
unpartiall crueltie. Was itnot 
then becauſe he had him ia his 
power? and counting himſclte 
{ure to ſeize on him at pleafure: 
reſerved him, as Sweet -xveat, to 
cloſe his ſtomack, when fir{t hee 
had fed on ſeverall Diſhes of 
courler Diet : Or, becauſe hee 
m_— him, as a narrow-hear- 
ted man, religioully bred in a 
Covent, unfit fora Campe, the 
object rather of his contempr, 
than feare; for that his hands 
might ſeemetied with his Beads, 
from being dangeroully active, 
in the State. Bur, let us remove 
our wondring at this neglectot 
Andronicus, tomake roome for 
our admiration of divine Pro- 
vidence, who confounded this 
Politician. ia his owne cunning. 
Thus the moſt expert Gamlter: 
may ſometimes over-ſeez and, 

I Tray- 
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Traitors,though they be carefull 
to cut downe all Trees, which 
hinder their ambitious Proſpect; 
wil unawares leave one {till {tan- 
ding, whereof their owneGal- 
lowes may be made. 

6. Immediately all the Pri- 
ſons in the City were ſet open, 
and thoſe petty ſinks of diſlo- 
lute people emptied themſelves 
intoa common Sewer, and be- 
came into a tumultuous Tor- 
rent. Headlong they haſtetothe 
Pallace of Andronicus , where, 
not finding him at home, they 
wreckt their ſpight upon that 
beautifull building,and ſumptu- 
ous furniture therein, ShouldI 
inſiſt upon particulars,alllorts of 
Readers would be ſadded there- 
with. Ladies would lament the 
loſſeof ſo many Pearlesand pre- 
cious ſtones, whoſe very - Ca- 
ſes were Jewells. Souldiers be- 
moane the ſpoyling of ſo mag. 
nificent an Armorie. But Schol- 

lers 
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lers would be moſt pailionate,to 
bewailethe want of chat Libra- 
rie ſo full fraught with raritics, 
that nothing abated the Preti. 
ouſneſſe, bur the Plenty of them. 
Many records,(the Staires wher. 
by Antiquaries climbe upintothe 
knowledge of former times) 
were torne in pieces,though wee 
need not believe them ſoold, as 
' that ſome of them had eſcaped 
Noah's floud,& were now drow- 
nedina popular Deluye. 


7. Nothing was preſerved* 


whole and entire, Whether, 
becauſe they pretended ſome 
Religionin Revenge, as not ai- 
ming, out of Covetoulnefle, to 
enrich themſelves,but out of Ju- 
ſtice, to puniſh the Tyrant; or 
becauſe they thought the very 
Goods of An4ronicus, were be. 
come evil, guilty of their ow- 
ners faults, and therctore were 

I 2 all 
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all tobe aboliſhed as execrable : 
yea,asif the very Chappel it ſelf, 
which he had built, had been © 
un-hallowed, by the Prophane- 
nefle of the Founder; with the 
Utenſils thereof, it was defa- 
ced. A ſtately Structure it was, 
ANDRONICUS not be- 
ing of their opinion, who concei- 
ving an holy horrourto livein 
darke and humble Cells, fancie 
not Triumphant Churches, for 
feare that their Hearts bee there 
loſt intheir Eyes. But he profel- 
ſed his Devotion to riſe with the 
roofe ofthe Church; ſo that his 
ſoule ſeemed to anticipate hea- 
ven, by beholding the Eameſt 
thereof ina beautifull Temple. 
However, now his Chapple was 
layd flat to theground; and, a- 
monglt otherthingstherein , of 
ineſtimable value, the Letter 
which, by tradition, was reported 
to be written by Chriſts owne 
hands, 
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hands,to Abgarus King of Edeſſa, 
then was em led, Sqirreliſt- 
ableis.the Tyrany of a Tumult; 
and therefore, it may be all good 
mens Prayers, that the People 


. may either neyer underſtand 


their own power, or alwayes uſc 
ita-right. 

8. Andronicus, as weſaid be. 
fore had ſecretly conveyed him- 
{ſelfe away. Who would not have 
thought, but that this great Fen- 
cer ſhould have been pi ovided 
of variety 'of Guard's,againſt all 
the cro(le blowes of Fortune; at 
leaſt, to have had ſome impreg- 
nableplace,neare hand, to retire 
unto? Whereas hee had noother 
Policy to eſcape, than that puor 
ſhift, which the lilly imple Hare 
uſeth againſt the Hounds, by 
flying before them. Indeed had 
the Conſpiracy againſt Andron- 
cus,been but locall, or partiall,ſo 
that hee had any ſound part 

l 3 ro 
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to begin oh, he wowld probably 
have made reſiſtance, (as Phy- 
ſitians muſt have ſome ſtrength 
of Nature uf their Patient, to 
rattice}on, ) but the defection 
Hom him was ſo generall and u- 
niverſall, hee found not any ef- 
fectuall friend left him. Onely 
hee had ſcrap't together a maſle 
of Coyne, more truſting in mo- 
ney, than men, hoping, in for- 
raigne parts, to buy ſome friends 
therewith ; knowing that Gola, 
if weight, 1s currant in all Coun- 
tries. T hen taking Anna his Em- 
preſle, and Z{araptica his whore, 
with ſome few ſervants, he durſt 
confidein, and the Treaſure hee 
had formerly provided, he made 
ſpcede,in a Pinnace, through the 
black Sea,tothe Tawro-Scythians, 
out of the bounds of hus Em- 
pire, hoping there to live in 
quiet. And becauſe we have men- 
tioned 4nnathe Empreſſe, wee 
Can- 
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cannot palle -herby_ in filence. 
For1f opewould drawa map of 
miſerie, to paire like yeares, with 
like miſ-hap, 'tis heard to findea 
fitter Patterne. 

9. Daughter ſhee was to the 
King of France, being married a 
childe( having little liſtto love; 
and leile,toaſpire) tothe youn 
Emperour Alexius, whilſt both 
their yeares, put together, could 
not ſpell Thirty. After this, ſhce 
had time too much, to bemoane, 
but noneat al,to amend, her con- 
dition, being {lighted and neg- 
lected by her husband. Oft-times 
being alone ( as ſorrow loves no 
witnelle) having roome, and 


leiſure to bewaile her ſelfe, ſhee 


would relate the Chronicle of 
her unhappineſle, to the Walls, 
as hoping to finde pitic, from 
ſtones, when men prov'd unkind 
unto her. Much did ſhee envic 
the felicity of thoſe Milk-maids, 

I 4 which 
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1183.* @whicheach morning paſle over 
the Virgin-dew, and Pearled- f 

orafle , tweetly finging by day, 
and ſoundly fleeping at night, 
who had the priviledge freely to 
beſtow their affeftions, and wed 
them , which were highin love, 
though low in condition: where- 
as, Royall Birth had denyed her 
that happineſle, having neither 
hiberty to chuſe, nor leaveto re- 
fuſe;being compell'd to love,and 
ſacrificed to the Pohrique ends 
of her potent Parents. | 
10. Put Anna, unhappy at her 
firſt Voyage, hoped to better her 
Condition by a fecond Adven- {| 
ture; yet made more haſt than 
good ſpeed, marrying Androni- 
cs ſome werekes after the death 
of Alexins. Surely there is an 
Annus Iufus, A year of mourning, 
which the modeſty of widowes 
may do well to obſerve, leaſt 
neglctting it in their widdow- 
hood, 
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hood, it be required of them af. 1103 
terwards, with Intereſt, in the ill 
ſucceſle of their ſecond mar- 
riage. For, Maraptica, a proud 
Harlot, but excellent Muſician, 
juſtled with Anza in the Empe- 
rours afteCtion : ( and halfe an 
old Husband was too much for 
a young Lady to ſpare ) and 
in proceſle of time , prevailed 
to obtaine violent poſſeſſion. 
The Empreſle, knowing her ſelf 
honeſt , andamiable, ſtood on 
her Deſerts; not deſcending to 
beg that love, which ſhe concei- 
ved dueunto her, but daring him 
to detaine It at 2is owne peril, 
ſeeing hee wronged himſelfein 
wronging of her ,: forfeiting his 
Troth , which he had publikely 
pledged unto her. But, the Cur- 
tizan, knowing that rhat love 
needs Buttrefles in Cunning, 
which hath no foundation in 
Conſcience; appiycd her ſ[clfe in 
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all particulars to bee complizant 
to the delires of Androxicus, 
This Maraptica,though ſhee had 
faire fine fingers to play on the 
Lute, had otherwiſe foule great 
Clutches, to ſnatch, graſpe, and 
hold, whatſoever ſhee could 
come by. And knowing that 
ſheehad but 2 ſhort Terme in the 
Tenement of her greatnelle,(ſub- 
jet both to the mortality and 
mutabilitic of "range, and 
withall, that ſhewas not bound 
to reparations, therefore cared 
not what wuiſte ſhe made; but, by 
wrong and rapine ſcraped toge- 
ther a maſle of mony. Meane 
time, Arna was kept poore e- 


- nough; who, whilſt Maid, Wid- 


dow, and Wrfe,(twicea Bride, 
before once a Woman ) ſcarce 
ſaw a joyfull day; though borne 
ofaKing, and wedded totwo 

Emperours, 
11. But to returne to Andro- 
HICWS

nicus , Whopurlued after by his 
iltie conſcience, found no reſt 

in himſclfe; ſo that for many 
nights, ſleep wasa ſtranger unto 
him. Hee that had put out other 
menseyes, could not cloſe his 
owne; and when N aturein him 
ſtarv'd, for want of reit, did at 
JIaft hungerly ſnatch at ſhort 
{lumbers, Dreames did more ter- 
rife, than ſleep refreſh him. His 
aftive fancy in the night did del- 
cant on what he had done bc- 
fore. Sometimes, the pale Ghoſt 
of Alexins ſeemed with glowing 
Pincers to torment him, other- 
while Maria C2ſari//aſtitcht hot 
burning Needles through his 
ſide; and, not long after , two 
ſtreames of reeking bloud {ce- 
med to flow out of the eyes of 
I apardas , wherein Andronicus 
for a while ſeemed to ſwimme, 
till, beginning to finke, to ſave 
himſelfe, he caught hold on his 
Pillow, 
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1183, Pillow, and ſo did awake. 

12. Whenawaked , his minde 
was muling upon a Prophefie, 
which ſome dayes ([ince was deli- 
vered unto him : For hee had 
employed an Agent, unto one 
Seth, an old Conjurer, to know 
of him what ſhould be the name 
of hisnext ſuccelJour jn the Em- 
pire. Now, firſta great $, was 
preſented m a ÞBaſon of wa» 
ter; and next that,an 7. but both 
{o doubttully delineated, that 
they were hardly legible : done 
on purpoſe for ſeverall Rea- 
ſons. Becauſe it ſtood not 
with the State of the Prince of 
Darkneſſe, to be over-cleare in 
his As; and thoſe that vent bad 
Wares love to keepþlind ſhops : 
Beſides, obſcurity added venera- 
tions to his Oracle, & active Su- 
perſtitious 'Fancies, whet with 
the difficulty of them, would be 
ſharpe-ſighted to read more then 

was 
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was written, But the maine was 
to ſavehisowne credit, takeing 
covere of Myſtical! Exprefficns, 
thatin caſe Satan ſhould faile in 
his Anſwers, hee right Jay the 
blame on mens underſtanding 
him. 

13. Put then theſe two Let- 
ters together, 8.7. and read them 
backwards 1.8.by an <. tk .of- 
take a part of the wholeby a Sy- 
necdoche; (all favourable Figures 
muſt bee uſed, to piece out the 
Devills ſhort skill in furureCon- 
tingents) and then Andronicns 
was told by the Conjurer , hee 
had the nameof his Succeſſor.
